The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 33-42 are free of prior art of record. The prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest an isolated protein of at least 20 amino acid in length encoded by at least 60 contiguous 
nucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 88, 89, 90, 91, 94, 96, 99, 102 and 104, wherein the protein elicits an 
immune response against a Canine IL-13 protein or has IL-13 activity. Similarly, the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest an isolated protein of at least 20 amino acid sequences identical 
to the amino acid sequences of SEQ ID NO: 92, 97, 100 and 105, wherein the protein elicits an 
immune response against a Canine IL-13 protein or has IL-13 activity.

Claims 1-17, 20, 22, 25 and 29-32 were canceled.
